Wow! I didn't know it was listed on ebay... hm-m-m... certainly goes against 
the grain of all of our efforts... as much as we try to conserve through the 
use of minimal necessary power, we all generally try and do what we can for 
each other, situation and price included. 


Bottom line: it absolutely does not belong on ebay-IF it's a QRP-L-minded 
seller. It is possible, after all, that someone not really a part of all 
this (QRP-L) saw it, and bought it, and no longer wants it. HE can't be held 
responsible for an attitude/philosophy/whatever that he is completely 
unaware of. 


Of course, if it IS "one of us": not a good move dude! 


P.S. There's NOTHING wrong per se with selling something on ebay... I 
personally have sold anything QRP'ish I have had to resell (here-not on 
ebay) for the original price (probably plus whatever postage was involved-or 
less.) Everybody complains about ebay and about prices... but the simple 


solution to both is to understand what an item is worth TO YOU, and pay (or 
bid) that, or NOT-if it isn't enough. If somebody prices something out of 
your reach, well, maybe he won't sell it for that. If you get outbid on 
ebay, console yourself that it was sold for more than YOU were willing to 
pay. If some idiot pays far too much for something, well, whose loss is it? 
Not yours-not if you bid every cent it was worth to you (remember: that max 
bid does not show to anyone, until its amount is exceeded, and you may very 
well get whatever it is for less.) 


The important thing is that you bid what it was worth to you, and not one 
cent more. That way you do not get caught up in some kind of macho bid war, 
nor can you be outbid by those last minute guys-the ones who try and sneak a 
bid in so late, that the bidding closes before the now-previous high bidder 
can come back with a bid. He can't outbid you because you bid all it was 
worth to you-and if he outbids that: you're not interested anymore. It DOES 
work, consolation-wise. And it prevents the bidding war business. 


My own opinion about ebay in general, is that it is the very definition of 
lessez faire capitalism. Unfortunately for many buyers, the size of the pool 
of potential customers is so large, that there is often someone who either 
has more $$$ than sense; no knowledge about the item's true worth; or simply 
decides he IS going to "win" / "take" a given item. That guy is willing to 
outbid you. But if you have bid ALL that it's worth to you, so what. There 


WILL be another unit... if not on ebay, more likely here, or one of the 
other reflectors. It's a difficult decision not to blame someone you know 
for selling on ebay... but in truth, how can you blame someone for wanting 


to make all he can get for something? x** Excluding the kind of principle 
the NorCal paddle is associated with. xxx 


I don't think any of us has trouble with the principles here. We wouldn't 
sell our current car for $1.00 to someone... we would try and... what?... we 
would try and get all that we could for it. Barring certain exceptions, 
there's nothing at all wrong with that. 


It isn't so much that we QRP-types or Boat-Anchor types, or even WORSE: we 
QRP AND Boat Anchor Types... 

it isn't so much that we expect to get things priced less ‘cause we're such 
nice guys... 

and it isn't so much that things sold on ebay are in some way being unfairly 
sold... 

rather I would suggest that we often have the preconceived notion that the 
unit will sell for more on ebay than it would here. I would also repeat that 
we ALL prefer to get the most $$$ for whatever we sell-with certain 
exceptions. Whether a unit sells for more or not, it entirely up to each of 
us to identify the value TO US of something for sale (on ebay or not) and if 
we succeed, fine. If we don't, we keep looking. 


I believe there is a higher likelihood that a given unit will sell for more 


on ebay. Not necessarily-but there's a good chance of it. Fine. Quit 
worritin (as Frodo would say) about ebay-it is what it is, and you CAN deal 
with it. I do pretty well there... but mostly for stuff like parts (5000 
resistors for $2.50) and stamp sheets to frame. I do LOOK at the equipment, 
but to tell the truth, it normally winds up priced higher than I'm willing 
to pay. So be it. 


I shall now step down from the podium and let someone else go at it.

Hope I didn't make too many typos on the URLs. 


Let's look at two things at one time. I'm sure that you all can 
handle this without any problems. 


Within SPICE you may vary a DC voltage source. Let's say we have an 
input source specified by the line 


VIN 1 0 DC O 


This means that the voltage is DC with a value of OV and the positive 
node is at node 1 and the negative node of the DC source is at node 0, 
i.e. the ground node. The name of the source voltage is VIN. 


We may vary the voltage with another line in the circuit file with 

.DC VIN -1.0V 1.5V 0.01V 

This now makes VIN a sweep voltage, i.e. it changes value over a range 
thus "sweeps" the circuit with the variation in the voltage. With VIN 
being the name of the source we are varying, -1.0V the starting voltage, 
1.5V the final voltage, and 0.01V the step size of the amount by which 
we will vary the voltage for the range from begiining to end. 


Thus VIN will vary with the values of 


-1.00V, -0.99V, -0.98V, ..., 0.00V, 0.01V, ... , 1.50V 


The format for the .DC control line is 
.DC <voltage source name> <start> <end> <step> 
we'll later see a similar line for AC voltages also. 


Now watch out as some versions of SPICE, in particular PSPICE, may 
allow an extra parameter to tell if you are going to vary linearly 
or otherwise. SPICE2G6 and SPICE3F5 do not, so I'll assume that we 
are using these versions of SPICE. 


The second thing that we want to study is the diode and the model 
parameters for particular devices. We now embark on the use of 
active devices such as the diode and transistor whose behaviour 
in a circuit is determined by current conditions. 


For a diode we need a line of the form 
D<name> <+anode> <-cathode> <model name> [area value] 
where <..> means the value is required and [...] means optional. 


We'll come back to the [area value] at a later date and show where 
it would be used. 


D1 44 0 1N4148 


would indicate that we have a diode D1 connected between node 44 
and ground with the anode at node 44 and it is a 1N4148. Unless 
we have a library of models and a line to point to it we have to 
include a line or lines for the parameters for the 1N4148 diode. 
For the model parameters we need a line of the form 


.MODEL <model name> D( ...parameters... ) 


where D tells use that the part is a diode. The parameters are 
critical to setup the type of diode such as a Si, Ge, switching, 
zener, or other type diode. There are 14 internal parameters 
that SPICE uses and I won't bother to go into all the physics 


and details unless you want about 30 pages of text and equations... 


But here are the parameters and their names with default values 
that will be used if you don't specify them in the model 
parameters.

RS Diode Series Resistance ohm 0.0 

N Emission Coefficient - 1.0

FC Coefficient for capacitance - 0.5 

M Grading Coefficient 0.5

KF Flicker-noise coefficient = 0.0 

AF Flicker-noise exponent - 1.0 


Now don't worry if none of this means anything. This is 
shown here to show you that there is a lot behind the scenes 
going on and that you want to be very careful about modifying 
parameters in models and make very very sure that you know 
where your model(s) came from. They could be in error or off 
a little because of the manufacturer specs or unknown history 
of your parts that you use. 


Now because a model uses so many parameters the line has 
to be continued, so a + in column 1 of line(s) following 
the first line indicate that the parameters are still 
being specified. We'll see this a lot especially when 


we get to transistors. 


Here are two model parameters for the 1N34A and the 
1N4148 diodes, the first being the famous Ge diode 
and the 1N4148 the popular Si diode in QRP gear. 


.MODEL 1N34A D( bv=75 cjo=0.5e-12 eg=0.67 ibv=18e-3 
+ is=2e-7 rs=7 n=1.3 vj=0.1 m=0.27 ) 


-MODEL 1N4148 D(Is=0.1p Rs=16 CJO=2p Tt=12n Bv=100 Ibv=0.1p) 


So we are now ready to plot the current-voltage characteristics 
of these two diodes with the two data sets below. Put the 
first one in a file called 1N34A.CIR and the second in 

a file 1N4148.CIR by cut and pasting the lines between 

the dashed lines. If you have a problem, I can put 

the two files on my web site for access. I plan on 

doing this but won't be in any hurry as I think you 

need the practice working out these ‘computer’ exchange 
problems that we all run into and work out in our own 

way. 


Now SPICE does not have a current meter, so we put a 
dummy voltage source called VTST in the ciruit with a 
value of zero. If you print or plot I(VTST) you will 
get the current value THROUGH VTST. 


So your assignment is to run both files and doa 
PLOT I(VTST) 


after running the simulation. Note that SPICE doesn't 
know that you will probably destroy the 1N34A when the 
current gets past say 80mA or so. :-) Saves youa 
lot of money if you know this before using it ina 
circuit where the current limit will be exceeded. 


SPICE3F5 has the ability to print the plots if you 
have printer capability and the drivers. I spent 

two days surfing the Internet to get the Epson inkjet 
drivers and getting it to work. FTP'ng with Netscape 
did not work for me and I wound up using FTP for 
windows to finally get the files uncorrupted. 


For the more advanced and adventuresome students. 


How would you combine a circuit to get both the 
1N34A and 1N4148 curves plotted on the same plot? 
HINT: Make two parallel circuits with two test 
voltages and plot both. I'll give a solution in 
a week or so after everyone has a chance to work 
on this......

I am using a Tayloe detector with a 1x clock, so I go 
straight to digital with the VXO output, but I am not sure 
about the effect of the minor harmonics when I square things 
up. I would rather avoid them if I can.

Many have asked me how a resoant Tank circuit would 
work on the pixie2 at the antenna port. 


Ok. I decided to build a nice tank circuit in a separate 
metal box. This box already had 3 separate chambers form 
a previous project of mine. in the middle chamber is 
some .141 semi-rigid coax used as a delay line. Don't 
ask.... I can barely remember what that project was. 


Anyway, I decided on a 70 Ohm reactance for the coil 
and capacitor. So I built a 1.6 uH air coil and 
paralelled 321 pF with it. (270 + 51 pF). 


The GDO dipped in the area of 7040 and I barely 
had to adjust wire spacing to get it right on 7040. 


Coil is 10 Turns of #16 AWG enameled wire. .9 inch 
inside diameter by 1.2 inches long. 


The pixie2 power output peak can easily be seen as 
affected if you detune the circuit. I re-zeroed 
the tuner to adjust for any impedance changes, and 
the peaking is truely on 7040 KHz. 


I tapped the coil at 3 turns from the grounded end. 


It works just great on transmit. Problem is, the 
BCI gets in and overloads the pixie2 on RX anyway. 


Maybe there just isn't anything short of lead shielding 
to eliminate this local station. :) 


I am now fairly certain the signal is electromagnetically 
coupled to the shield of the coax and bleeds past any 

trap I employ. I even wrapped everyhing in a earth grounded 
flexible copper sheet like a blanket. No help. 


I also checked if the Power meter was somehow detecting 
the AM station and feeding it thru. Nope. 


It is intuitive to see the digital dial freq. counter 
register 1350 KHz with only a 6 inch wire hanging from 

it :) I do have some emi shielding boxes and may build 

a filter in there for 7.04 MHz to see how that works. The 
electrostatic shield just doesn't do the trick.

They were getting it at the 
rate of 2-3 inches per hour. The stadium where the Bills play got 23" of 
snow. (10 miles south of me). 


The New York Thruway was closed last night down to Erie , Pennsylvania. A 
relatively small amount of snow actually fell in Buffalo. 


Temperature here is in the teens. That isn't bad when the wind isn't 
blowing. Yesterday with a temp of 16 and a wind of of just 10 mph was 
enough to make it feel a bone-chilling zero degrees.
